Their engi- 
neer at once detailed a mnn to make 
soundings with a view to ascertain 
the cost of the foundation. He has 
been busily at work ever since, and 
finds that most ol the piers can reach 
a solid lock foundation with very in 
expensive caisson work. From the 
reports of these soundings the engi- 
neer of the Huntington system has 
completed his estimates of the bridge 
without its approaches. They cover 
everything from bank to bank and 
tall wit.. in 1550,000.
